Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over US 
4,361,598 to Yoldas. 
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The instantly claimed method and composition produced by such method 
involves a photocatalyst produced by mixing an alcohol, titanium alkoxide and a binder 
with an acid, heating the mixture and then calcining the mixture. 

Yoldas discloses a method for producing a catalytic coating on a substrate 
wherein the coating is produced by mixing alkoxides and alcohol in an acidic medium, 
aging and then heating after applying to substrate. 

Yoldas differs from the instantly claimed invention in the making of a coated 
substrate rather than a coated particle. However, it is considered that the routine 
practitioner in photocatalytic materials is well aware of whether a coated substrate or 
coated particles would be more desirable for a given application and such modification 
would therefore have been obvious. 

Yoldas specifically differs from the instant claims in the lack of a temperature for 
the ageing step. The examiner takes the position that applicants' apparently higher 
temperature would simply speed up the process of polymerization, absent some 
convincing evidence to the contrary. See particularly columns 3-5. 
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Any minor differences in the limitations of the dependent claims have been 
considered. This statement is meant to include limitations such as selection of 
appropriate binder materials is optimization the skilled artisan is expected to manipulate 
to advantage depending on available materials and cost analysis. 

Furthermore, any such differences are deemed to be result-effective variables 
that one of ordinary skill in the art would be expected to manipulate to advantage. 
Additionally, such limitations can be considered to have been simply known as 
conventional to the artisan practicing in the art at the time the invention was made 
and/or were common practices which were so well known in the art that they would 
have been taken for granted. If applicant believes that one or more limitations are 
critical to the invention, then applicant should amend the claims to reflect such critical 
limitations as well as indicate where in the specification such critical limitations were 
discussed and demonstrated. 

The limitations of all claims have been considered and are deemed to be within 
the purview of the prior art.
